I was working the day that Major Bishop was notified to leave 
by plane, but I was not in the office at the time the telephone call 
came in. I saw Major Bishop in the office about Ii30 that afternoon. 
He said that he was to have taken the 1 o* clock plane that day and 
that he had missed it due to an important interview© 

I met Elisabeth Mezey-Feher ’while she was living at the OSS 
billet at Dumbrava Rosu Number 5. She understood every-day English 
conversation spoken at the normal rate of speed. I had dinner at 
the table with her on several occasions and it was not neoessary to 
speak slowly in order for her to understand everything we said. 11
